This past year, as you all know, the town was revalued. There were a lot of unhappy tax payers 
who thought that the new values were too high. 1981 was the last time a revaluation was done. 
Values have changed in the past fourteen years. The Board would like to thank Malcolm and 
Jason Call for a job well done, a thankless job, but never the less, a job well done. We are now 
on a par with the rest of the State. 


The Albany Covered Bridge was rebuilt this past summer without any disruptions. It really 
looks good and should now last for a good many years to come. The bridge repair crew from the 
State did a really professional job and should be commended for a job well done. The "Dugway 
Road" was also rebuilt this past summer. This job, paid for by the Federal Government, is a vast 
improvement over the old road. If you have not yet taken a ride over the newly constructed 
roadway, you should. You will be impressed. The State should be starting the rebuilding of the 
Bald Hill Road this year, but may be delayed due to the early onset of snowfall. If there will be 
major delays, we will put a notice in the local paper as soon as we know. 


The Town had to have a new well drilled this past fall. The old well, which belongs to the 
neighboring property, ran dry several times during the summer. The Board decided that it was 
better for the Town to have its own water supply, thus relieving any future problems. We 
certainly do appreciate having had the use of the neighboring well for the past few years. 


The renovations to the Albany Chapel are going well. The Committee has certainly done a fine 
job. The new roof looks great. More work has yet to be done and we hope that the Town will 
continue to stand behind the committee will funding for their proposed projects. 


Bev, Ron and I would like to express our thanks to Brian Taylor for his knowledge, common 
sense and for the great job he has done as Selectman. He will surely be missed by all! 


The Selectmen would like to give Beverly Hanson a special thank you for all the extra work she 


has done over the year which resulted from the townwide revaluation. There were over three 
hundred calls concerning the new values, and as always, she tried to answer everyone's questions 


to their satisfaction.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $9,500.00 for the 
purpose of resealing town roads. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for a 
Special Town Meeting should the need arise during the ensuing year. Recommended by the 
Selectmen. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5 000.00 to be 
placed in a Capitol Reserve Fund for the purpose of re-valuing the Town. Recommended by the 
Selectmen. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 for the 
Recreation Program provided by the Town of Conway. Not recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 for the 
purpose of completing the reclamation of the Town Hall gravel pit. Recommended by the 
Selectmen. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,500.00 for the 
purpose of continuing the restoration work on the Albany Chapel building.

Selectmen. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to be 
placed in an Expendable Working Fund for use toward the costs of the much needed upgrade of 
our cemeteries: filling in sunken grave sites in five or our cemeteries; re-signing the six larger 
cemeteries; surveying and clearing the extension of the Jewell Cemetery in Wonalancet, and 
resetting the north stone wall of same; and repair of markers. Agreeable to a request by the 
Cemetery Committee. Not recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to establish a capital reserve fund to be named the 
Albany Chapel Memorial Fund, which will preserve funds currently co-mingled with the general 
fund of the town, in the amount of $1100.00, made up from public contributions made for the 
purpose of including in the restored Albany Chapel some suitable memorial to former Albany 
selectmen Stan Tabor and Richard Wells, and that the fund and all earnings therefrom or any 
further specific memorial contributions be turned over to the Trustees of Trust Funds for 
investment. The Albany Chapel Memorial Fund to be an expendable trust fund, and 
authorization for expenditure is, under this Article, granted to the Albany Chapel Committee for 
its stated purpose during the period ending two years from this date. Recommended by the 
Selectmen.

Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to change the Town Clerk/ Tax Collector's position to a 
salaried position in accordance with RSA 41:25 and RSA 41:33 beginning in the Fiscal Year 
1997. Recommended by the Selectmen. 
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Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes from March 1996 to Town meeting March 1997. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen on behalf of the Town of 
Albany, New Hampshire, to accept gifts and/or Federal or State Aid in the name of Albany, New 
Hampshire, applied for, and to receive and expend them in accordance with the purposes 
thereof.

TOWN OFFICERS EXPENSES: TARA TAYLOR NEEDED TO WHY SO 

MUCH OF AN INCREASE FOR THE TOWN SECRETARY. TOM 

BARBOUR CLARIFY THAT SHE IS ALSO THE SECRETARY TO THE 
PLANNING BOARD, THE DUMP STATION , TOWN COUNCIL AND 

TO WELFARE CASES. HE ALSO CONFIRMED THAT THEY 

COULD OF HIDDEN THIS MONEY ALL OVER THE PLACE, IN THE PLANNING 
BOARD , FIRE AND RESCUE AND ALL THESE OTHER ONES. BUT WE

WERE NOT SHORE SAID THE SELECTMEN. IF NO ONE PICKS THEM UP WE 
ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR 

PAYMENT. MARC DONALDSON STATED THAT IN CONWAY YOU MUST 
FIRST GO TO THE TOWN HALL AND PAY A FINE TO THEM AND THE GO TO 
HUSSY'S AND PAY HIS FEES OVER THERE.. RICK PINA ASKED THAT IF A 
DOG DOES NOT LEAVE HIS HOUSE AND IS NOT LICENSED , WILL WE STILL 
BE FINED. YES SAYS SHARON KEEFE. BOB MATHIEU SUGGESTED THAT WE 
FIRST ENFORCE THE LEASH LAW THAT WE HAVE IN THE TOWN FIRST, 
BEFORE DOING ANYTHING ELSE. MARC DONALDSON MADE AN 
AMENDMENT TO READ THAT WE HAVE THE PEOPLE PAY THE FINE TO 
ALBANY AND THEN GO TO HUSSY'S AND PAY THE OTHER FEES. BUZZ 
COLEMAN BELIEVES WE CAN NOT DO THIS , YOU CAN NOT APPROPRIATE

COLLECTED ABOUT $8,000.00 THAT WE BILLED FOR. WE ARE TRYING TO 
WORK WITH CONWAY TO GET OUR BILLS IN A TIMELY MANNER EITHER 
MONTHLY OR QUARTERLY, SO MAYBE WE CAN RECOUP SOME 
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OF OUR LOSSES FASTER. KEVIN GREGSTON ASKED IF THE TOWN HAS EVER 
LOOK INTO A PRIVATE AMBULANCE SERVICE. YES TOM BARBOUR 
RESPONDED, BUT YOU CAN'T GET THERE FROM HERE. WE HAVE TALKED 
TO MADISON, TAMWORTH, NORTH CONWAY. RICK PINA EXPLAINED THAT 
IT IS ALOT CHEAPER TO STAY WITH CONWAY THAN GO PRIVATE, 
BECAUSE WE HAVE TO HAVE THEM AVAILABLE ALL THE TIME. 

HIGHWAY: TARA TAYLOR TRIED TO FIGURE OUT THE AMOUNT THAT 
WAS SPENT ON THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT, BUT COULD NOT COME UP 
WITH THE CORRECT FIGURE. THE MODERATOR TELLS HER THEY DIDN'T 
SPEND IT ALL FROM LAST YEAR. TARA TOLD THEM THAT WHEN SHE 
ADDED IT , IT ONLY CAME UP TO $69,000.00. NO NO NO MR: BARBOUR SAID 
WE ASKED FOR $75,000.00 AND ONLY SPENT $73,000.00. THE SELECTMEN'S 
SECRETARY GAVE THEM ( THE SELECTMEN) LIST OF THE BREAKDOWN OF 
THE HIGHWAY BUDGET, TOWN OF TAMWORTH ,COLEMANA.J. & SONS, 
CONWAY DAILY SUN, GRANITE STATE MINERALS, NH BITUMINOUS, 
ROBERTS, EMERY, VALLEY COMPUTER, AND WHITCOMB ARTHUR. WHAT 
DOES VALLEY COMPUTER HAVE TO DO WITH THE HIGHWAY 
DEPARTMENT, WHY DID YOU TAKE THE COMPUTER OUT OF THE ROAD 
BUDGET. TOM BARBOUR REPLIED IT SEEMED LIKE A GOOD PLACE AT THE 
TIME. TARA WANTED TO KNOW IF WE RAISE MONEY 
FOR THE ROAD WE SHOULD SPEND IT ON OUR ROADS. THE MODERATOR 
SPOKE UP AND SAID YOU MUST REMEMBER UNLESS YOU ZERO OUT AN 
ITEM THE SELECTMEN CAN SPEND THE MONEY AS THEY SEE FIT. MR. 
BARBOUR TOLD THEM THAT WE NEEDED A COMPUTER , THE MONEY WAS 
THERE , SO WE USED IT. BILL LAKE COMMENTED THAT THERE SEEMS TO 
BE A $7,000.00 INCREASE , TOM BARBOUR TOLD HIM WE TOOK OVER SOME 
NEW STREETS IN THE TOWN RED EAGLE , AND WILDWOOD. THEY WERE

EXPLAINED BUT NOT OUT OF THE ROAD BUDGET. TARA MADE A MOTION 
TO DECREASE THE FIGURE. TO $75,000.00. THE MOTION WAS MADE AND 
DID NOT PASS. YES 26, NO 32.THE ROAD AGENT NOAH COLEMAN SPOKE UP 
AND TOLD US THAT WE TOOK OVER THE RESPONSIBILITIES OF RED EAGLE 
ST. AND WILDWOOD. THERE WAS NOT MUCH MAINTENANCE DURING THE 
LAST PART OF 94. MR. BUZZ COLEMAN SPOKE UP AND SAID THAT THE 
YEAR BEFORE WHEN THE TOWN HAD TO PAY FOR THERE OWN WORKMAN 
COMPENSATION IT COST ABOUT $3,000.00 NOW THAT IT'S ADDED INTO THE 
ROAD BUDGET. MR. BARBOUR STATED THAT WE HARDLY USED ANY 
MONEY FOR SUMMER MAINTENANCE. THIS YEAR WE PLAN TO DO A LOT 
MORE, WE HAVE TO DO THE DITCHES, PUT GRAVEL ON THE ROAD, WE 
"WE'VE BEEN VERY LAXED. WE HAVE TO DO IT. MR. KNOX EXPLAINED 
THAT THERE IS NO CAP ON HIGHWAY BUDGET, SO THEY CAN SPEND ON 
WHAT THEY HAVE TO. WHEN THE MODERATOR WAS READING DOWN THE 
SUMS OF MONEY TO BE VOTED ON, TARA TAYLOR SAID WAIT A MINUTE, 
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WHEN YOU HAD THE CATEGORIES ON PAGE 21 WHICH INCLUDE 
AMB/FIRE/RESCUE, FORE CHIEF, FIRE WARDENS AND HEALTH OFFICER. IT 
DOES NOT EQUAL THE SUM THAT WE ARE VOTING ON. THE MODERATOR 
SAID THIS IS INCLUDED IN THE $44,000.00. MR. BARBOUR STATED THAT IT

MR. MODERATOR EXPLAINED THAT LEGALLY WE HAVE TO VOTE FIRST 
AND VOTE DOWN THE $44,000.00 THEN IF YOU WANT TO CHANGE THE 
FIGURE TO INCLUDE FIRE CHIEF, FIRE WARDEN AND HEALTH OFFICER , 
AND I CERTAINLY DO, THEN WE MUST VOTE ON THAT FIGURE. THE 
SELECTMEN'S SECRETARY TOLD THE SELECTMEN THAT IT WAS INCLUDED

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT 


Board of Selectmen 
Town of Albany, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Albany, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 1994, as listed in the table of 
contents. These general purpose financial statements are the responsibility of Town officials. Our 
responsibility is to express an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based on our 
audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether 
the general purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes 
examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the general purpose 
financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estimates made by Town officials, as well as evaluating the overall general purpose financial 
statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


As more fully described in Note 1, the general purpose financial statements referred to above 
do not include the financial statements of the General Fixed Asset Account Group, which should 
be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The amount that 
should be recorded in the General Fixed Asset Account Group is not known. 


As described in Note 1, the Town has recognized tax revenues in its General Fund which 
were not received in cash within sixty days of year end as required by generally accepted accounting 
principles (GASB Interpretation 3). Town officials believe, and we concur, that the application of 
this accounting principle, which would result in a decrease in the General Fund balance by an 
amount which is indeterminable due to the timing of this engagement, would give a misleading 
impression of the Town’s ability to meet its current and future obhgations. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the general purpose financial statements of the 
omission described in the third paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to in 
the first paragraph present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the Town of 
Albany, New Hampshire as of December 31, 1994 and the results of its operations for the year then 
ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 
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See notes to financial statements 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose 
financial statements taken as a whole. The supplemental schedules listed in the table of contents 
are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the general purpose 
financial statements of the Town of Albany, New Hampshire. Such information has been subjected 
to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose financial statements and, in 
our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in relation to the general purpose financial 


statements taken as a whole.

NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
1995 ANNUAL REPORT 


This last year has been a year of great growth for the Council. 

The high point of the year came with North Country Councii's move 
to the new regional resource center on November 1. The center will 
provide expanded information, data and resources. Poo Wide JOC Ino 
together under one roof, public technical assistance providers, 
businesses and non-profits for regional advocacy and partnership. 
The new center, located at the Rocks Estate in Bethlehem, offers 


conference facilities, electronic network connections and technical 
assistance. 


It has also been a very productive year for the regional 
transportation planning program. We have undertaken a scenic byway 
project in the Connecticut River Valley involving 13 towns, and 
Will in the near future expand this effort to the remaining 38 
towns in the region. We have also completed a list of projects to 
be included in the state ten-year highway plan. We have completed 
the North Country program for transportation enhancement funding 
and have been active in transportation projects at the local and 
regional level. 


We have had a successful public works development program this 
year. Littleton's industrial development project and Conway's 
sewer project are underway. We have started the work to fund a 
sewer expansion project in Haverhill and a water development 
project in Berlin. The total of these 4 projects exceeds $6.5 
million. In addition, we have provided detailed engineering 
assistance and leadership on 16 additional projects across the 
region totaling $10 million. 


The Council hosted the third annual Ingenuity Fair which exhibited 
the manufacturing and business creativity of the North Country to 
10,000 visitors. We also conducted our fourth annual business 
survey of the 3000+ businesses in the region. We have been working 
on the development of a regional commercial kitchen with the town 
of Lancaster and the state Rural Development Council. We also have 
updated the NCC industrial marketing video with support and 
assistance from DRED and Fleet Bank. 


The Council continues to be actively involved in telecommuni- 
cations, from a legislative and coordinative role. In addition, we 
have been participating in a variety of statewide forums to make 
sure our telecommunication needs as a region are being heard. 
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Recognizing that adequate and affordable health care is an 
essential component of the region's economic infrastructure, the 
Council is committed to supporting and facilitating regional 
efforts to improve the coordination and delivery of health care 
services. Our involvement has been prompted by our work with 
CHOICE, Inc., a non-profit education and cost containment 
organization that is affiliated with the NHMA. In that same period 
of time, we've been meeting with local health care providers to get 
their views on the region's health care practices, problems, and 
potential solutions. 


On the solid waste front, thé Council is providing solid waste 
technical assistance to all member towns on solid waste and 
recycling issues. 


We have continued our commitment to community planning assistance. 
We have provided 4 training sessions in the region for local 
planning boards. We have also provided project assistance to 17 
towns on local land use, planning and design issues and have worked 
with virtually every town in the region to answer short-term 
planning questions. 


North Country Council is participating in a national demonstration 
highway planning corridor project with three other regional 
planning commissions along Route 16 under the auspices of the NH 
Department of Transportation. Our segment of this project involves 
approximately 90 miles of Route 16 beginning at the southern end of 
the Mt. Washington Valley and ending in Wentworth Location. The 
project involves an intensive land use and transportation 
assessment and will be both GIS and data base formatted. The 
public participation process has been designed to involve all the 
communities along the corridor to develop innovative land use and 
traffic management recommendations. 


This coming year promises to build on the progress of 1995. We 
Will see the growth and development of the regional center. the 
establishment cf a business resource library and a community design 
center in cooperation with several major universities. On behalf 

e Board of Directors of NCC, we thank you for your involvement 
fn thy Council and we look forward to serving you in 1996.

JOHN E. SARGENT REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 
In calendar year 1995, our three (3) leading causes of fires were Children, Non-Permit fires not properly 
extinguished and Smoking Materials. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 Il, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire, are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
suppression Costs. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire Officials, contact your local Warden or 
Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. This also helps to prevent unnecessary response to a 
controlied burn.

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ALBANY CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


We have had a slow year with actual sales of lots, but we have had frequent 
inquines regarding the Jewell Cemetery in Wonalancet. Since that cemetery is located 
on rather uneven ground and a number of markers are missing, it is difficult to determine 
whether or not there has been a burial in any given spot. Probing is no longer 
considered a reasonable means of solving the problem, so we are left with no options in 
the main cemetery. There is a rod-wide (16.5 ft.) strip at the north end of the main 
cemetery that should be surveyed, cleared, and marked off into lots. 

In the past ten years or more, the Cemetery Trustees have taken a low cost 
approach to cemetery maintenance: three regular mowings plus a fourth when growing 
conditions warrant it, and protecting markers from damage by removing vegetation that 
threatens to cause damage. This low-cost approach has not been in the best interest of 
the cemeteries. 

We are facing some much needed work as you will see by the Warrant Articles 
that appear at the beginning of the 1995 Town Report. It will be up to you, the tax 
payers, to determine how we pay for this work. Should we build the maintenance 
account to a point where the interest from it will generate sufficient funds to pay for this 
annual work? Or should we simply request this money from the townspeople each year 
at the annual meeting. In addition, should we request annual funds to become part of a 
Working Fund the purpose of which is to fund the major upgrade activities? 

It is up to you to decide the answers and give the Trustees a direction to follow. 
A member of the Committee will be available in the Planning Board room during daytime 
voting hours if you wish to discuss our work pnor to the evening meeting. 


A Reminder: A bunal permit is required pnor to the burial in any of the town cemetenes. 
The purpose is to help us keep the records straight. Please help us. Thanks.

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ALBANY CHAPEL COMMISSION 


In accordance with Article 45 passed by the voters of the Town of Albany at the March 14, 1995 
Town Meeting, a three person commission was established. Their responsibilities being to 
oversee preservation and use of the Albany Chapel. The voters appropriated the sum of 
$8,500.00 for maintenance and restoration. This report is to inform the voters of the progress 
the commission has made in its first year. 


The ground work had been laid by the previous committee chaired by Ed McKenzie. A 
structural problem topped the list in our estimation. The building had been constructed with no 
collar ties. We were able to make the necessary repairs for less the budgeted amount. We also, 
in the mean time, had a local cleaning company come and remove the animal feces that had 
been left by the bats, squirrels, and other previous inhabitants of the attic. 


We next turned our attention to the roof. The previous committee had sought estimates to 
repaint the roof. We investigated the cost effectiveness of repainting as a maintenance project. 
History of the building showed if we repainted we would repaint again and again. We opted to 
replace the old roofing with a no maintenance prepainted steel roofing. The existing color on 
the Town Hall had been discontinued and unfortunately could not be exactly duplicated. We 
chose to stay with green but the only available shade was slightly different from the adjacent 
town offices. 


As Winter arrived the progress has slowed. Now that we have a well supported new roof that we 
can be assured of no leaks, we can turn our attention to the inside. Cleaning, painting, and 
plaster repair will wait for warmer weather as the heat is off for now. Exterior painting is 
another Spring project. A few small interior projects have already been completed. Although 
most of the electrical wiring had been updated, we have added a light to the attic and a switch by 
the back door as that is the preferred entrance. In the attic we have yet to address an area of rot 
in one beam, but an old ladder has been replaced by some safer and easier steps. The attic may 
in the future prove appropriate for storage as it is now dry, electrically lit and more easily 
accessible. Other small projects for the inside include some minor repairs to the woodstove and 
pipe to the chimney. Inspections on the fire extinguishers are ED to date and the chimney seems 
to have no problems. 


The Albany Chapel Commission has the responsibility to oversee the use and preservation of a 
structure owned by all of the people in Albany. We welcome any interest from members of the 
community. Volunteer labor will help us all in the long run. Many of the small projects 
undertaken by the previous committee were accomplished by volunteers. In the future the 
current Commission may ask for help. We would welcome any comments or suggestions in 
regards to future use of the building. 


A part of the mission of this committee is to establish a memorial fund for our former 
Selectmen. Members of the committee are searching out an appropriate memorial to place in 
the building to honor the memory of Stanley Tabor and Richard Wells. It is my hope as 
chairman of the commission that the memorial will be seen by the residents of Albany. A 
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plaque on the wall of an empty hall is not as fitting a memorial as a building alive with use. If 
the residents of Albany, civic groups, and organizations breathe life into this old Chapel in the 
Town's care, it will be fitting tribute to men who served this Town. 


The Chapel Commission will continue to oversee the physical structure of the Albany Chapel, 


but ultimately, it will be the people of Albany who will bring the spirit to the memorial for our 
Selectmen and future public servants.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
By Harry L. Benson 


SAU # 9 continues to improve its excellent educational program for students. Our 
students are scoring above the national norms in standardized tests given annually 
in select grade levels. Students in grade three have done well on the New 
Hampshire Educational Assessment and Improvement Program (NHEAIP) test. 
Teachers are improving their instruction and focusing on problem solving as a 
result of this assessment program. The NHEAIP testing program is expanding to 
grades six and ten this year and will provide additional benchmarks to measure our 
progress in educating children -- and will provide accountability measures for you, 
the citizens. 


The number of children identified as having special needs or educational 
handicaps continues to be a significant issue in our communities. We are 
reviewing our delivery systems as well as our screening processes to assure that we 
provide an adequate education to all students in a most cost effective manner. 


The several districts within SAU # 9 are in the strategic planning process to 
develop long-range educational improvement plans for the next five years. This 
planning process includes active participation by citizens from the community, as 
well as educators from all schools and School Board members. The result will be a 
long-range plan directed at improving our system and assuring that we focus on our 
goal “to provide appropriate opportunities for learning, developing, and functioning 
as life-long learners and responsible citizens in a global community.” 


Three of the districts -- Albany, Conway, and Eaton -- are considering forming a 
single cooperative school district, which, if approved, will become effective in July 
of 1997. The cooperative will replace three school boards with a single board, and 
will give all citizens in the three communities an active voice in the operation of the 
schools their children attend. 


The Conway School Board is addressing space needs for the future. Studies of the 
birth rates in the Valley for the past twenty years, and projected to 2005, indicate 
that the rate of births which had been steadily growing has now leveled off with a 
slight decline predicted. Meanwhile, school enrollments have continued to grow 
and are predicted to grow at the high school level with the enrollment in 2005 
estimated to be 40% greater than today. Based on current projections, the 
enrollment should stabilize at all levels by 2005. Combined with the age of the 
current high school building, the need for space is critical. While the Board and I 
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have indicated that a new high school is sorely needed, with Kennett being 
renovated for a middle school, architectural studies are reviewing all options and 


the various alternatives and recommendations are scheduled to be submitted to the 
Conway voters later in the fall. 


Our students, on a limited basis, are able to use technology to communicate directly 
with students in other parts of the world, and to study issues via the Internet and 
other on-line services. The link between Kennett and the Conway Public Library 
continues to benefit students and citizens alike through the sharing of resources. 
Schools are working to increase the use of technology as a tool for teaching and 
learning so that our students can compete on a global level. 


School programs are expanding to meet the needs of the community and the 
students. A Child Care laboratory was included in the Child Care Vocational 


Program at Kennett this year. An alternative school program is proposed for at-risk 
students for next year. 


Education is excellent in Mount Washington Valley; however, you can help it 
improve by becoming involved. Contact your neighborhood school and volunteer 
you time, services, and knowledge for a few hours each month. The entire 
community will benefit from your participation.

The Albany, Conway, and Eaton School Districts shall combine 
into a single cooperative school district to be known as the 
Conway Cooperative School District. 


MEMBERSHIP/REPRESENTATION 


2s The Conway Cooperative School Board shall consist of nine (9) 
members to be elected by the respective towns with Albany 
electing one member; Conway, seven members; and Eaton, one 
member.
